MEETING OF THE AGRICULTURAL So-
cikty.—A regular stated wmecting of the Phila-
delphia Bociety for Promoting Agriculture was
held this morning, al 114 o’clock, st the rooms
ol the Boclety, Waluut street, n‘buru Sevanth,
The President, Craig Biddle, in the chair,

The President stated that gince the last meet-
ing a number of monthly reports of the cul-
tural Soclety from June and July, 1866, had been
received for digtribution among the members,

The President then stated that a communica-
tion hiad been received from the Depariment of
Agriculture at Washington, relating to the groat
Universal Exhibition at Paris, wn 1567. The
communication aske lor the co-operation of the
Philndelphia Bociety lor Promoting Agriculture,
in relation to having the State represented in
the Agricultural department of {hat exhibition.

A supplementary circular was also recelived,
containing a varlety of information in relation
to the Paris exhibition, aund stating that the ex-
hibition building would cost 20,000,000 francs,
and that each nation wouid be expected to bear
its own expenges,

A ciroular was also received from Mr, Derby
contamping full. details of matters connected
with sending artieles 1o the great exhibition,

Dr. Elwin thoughi:that the Soctety' should
confer with the Philadelphia Board of e in
relation to sending articleés to gaid exhibition.

Dr, Kennedy gtatéd thul we have never been
roperly represented at the different Worlds

xhibitions, and if anything was sent it should
be something siriking, and that would make an
imoression on European judees, Ho thought
that a 28'i=ual vessel shonld be eeoured to send
goods Lo the Paris Exhitition,

The whole subject was reterred to n Committee
copoisting of Dr, Kennedy and Dr. Elwin,

A communigailon was teceived from Dr. Henry
Cloak, late Veterinary Surgeen U. 8, A,, in rels-
tion to_the Kinderpest, oattle plague and cattle
pex. The communication states that the Kinder-
pest 1= not the smallpox.,

A communication was algo received from Mr,
Jesse M, Willlams, denying that the cattle diseaso
prevailed 1n Montgomery county to uny alarming
extent. There is no more dimease among cattle in
that counl{ at prezemt than is generally the case,
and there 18 no cause for any excilement on the
subjeet,

Dr. Elwin made some remarks in relation to
Rinderpest. He had falled to discover nuything
like Rinderpest in Chester and Delaware coun-
ties, but had met & few cases of pleura pneu-
monin, He proposed thet a committee, cen-
gigting of Drs, McCUlure snd Jennings and
Professor Seeley be appointed to make
2 eeries of scientific inreatilutions in
relation to the Rindérpest, and if it is proved
that no such discase exisis, and that it is slmply
pleuropneumonia, the public should be offi-
cinlly informed of the fact as soom as possible.

Dr, McClure gave a5 bis opinion that there is
not & single case of Rinderpest on the continent
of Americn,

Dr, Kennedy thought that the eatilo dsease in
Montgomery connty had been greatly magoificd.,

He thought that the letters written by Dr,
Coreon to Dr. Worthingten, of West Chester, n
which it 18 claimed that the Rinderpest xists In
that county, have been miSrepresentcc  Dr.
Corsou's lewters related mcrely to pleurs paeu-
monin

The meeting, aftar some liftle dlscussion,
passed the follultin& résolution:—

Resolved, That this Bociety has no information
whioh would justily the belief that there
exists ‘mmong the oattle of our countr
any greater amount ol disease than usual,
Neglect of snnitary ulations and certain looal
causes produce at all times diseases among men
and beasts, It s unwise to confound these re-
oulta of evident causes with the great scourge
now afllicting the cattle of England.

That, nevertheless, it is highly proper that
unususl precautions shouid be taken to keep
our animals in strong hesith, and to prepsre, as
Dbest we ean, agains! further dnnr .

After some further remarks the meeting ad-
Jourmed.
